NOW DOBBINS ON HIS HIGH HORSE 


It’s a re-run of thehorseless carriage 
scene, yet it is very much “‘now’’.,.the 
motorcycle and the horse are not com- 
peting for the streets now, They're com- 
peting for the dwindling off-street riding 
space. The motorcycle has all the ad- 
vantage mechanically but the horse has 
the cultural edge. Many people who own 
horses also own the riding space. This 
is almost never the case with motor- 
cyclists, So it is another phase of co- 
existence, It can be a hassle and a dis- 
aster or it can be an amicable arrange- 
ment, Mostly, I hate to say, it is our 
problem, 

Every day motorcycles are closed out 
of some nearby open space because one 
of their number got smart with a horse. 
This game can be hazardous to the cy- 
clist but it is much more likely to end 
with the horseback rider on the ground, 
sometimes severely injured, occasional- 
ly dead. We are justly stunned when a 
cyclist is decapitated or slashed up by 
a neckbreaker. The horse community 
has the same reaction to a young girl 
whose face is lacerated or skull frac- 
tured because a motorcycle rider gunned 
it as he came up alongside her animal. 
The fatalities in this sort of error are 
apparently about the same frequency as 
neckbreaker tragedies...few, butnot rare 
enough. Neither need ever happen, In 
this case it is within our power to pre- 
vent it, 

Horses can and do get used to motor- 
cycles. Sharing the same riding area 
with some reasonable space between 
bikes and horses is a common occur- 
rence in the semi-ranch areas which 
cover so much of California. However, 
once a horse is scared by a motorcycle 
it may shy for months at the very sound 
of a cycle nearby, a consequence far in 
excess of the occurrence, 

Since machines cannot be traumatized 
many people who spend their lives with 
machines tend to forget thatanimals can, 

It has to be lack of understanding. No 
intelligent cyclist with a knowledge of 
the situation would intentionally **shake- 
up" a horse and bring about the loss of 
one more precious riding area, would 
he??? 

They keep tossing it at us...police 
yourselves, We don't like it. I suppose 
no group ever did. Yet it is a part of 
maturity. The more there are of us, the 
more we have to make living arrange- 
ments with the rest of the community, 
the more real the solution becomes, 
Reasonable cooperation is required, If 
we are going to stick together to get our 
rights, we have to stick together to give 
them to others,

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Skip's Spectacle 4th Time

GARDENA, Calif, March 2; 1969. Skip 
Van Leeuwen continued to live up to his 
reputation as the best TT rider around 
today by winning the 1969 100 lapper and 
establishing more records in the pro- 
cess, He’s the only man to have won it 
four times, three times straight and as 
Amateur in 1961, he still remains as the 
only Amateur to have started inrowone. 

The top twenty-seven fastest qualifiers 
made it straight to the main, with San 
Bruno’s Mark Brelsford (Harley-David- 
son) setting the fastest time and a new 
qualifying record of 49.50. Eddie Mulder 
(Triumph) took second with 49,56 and 
Alex Choinowski rounded out the front 
row on his Triumph with a 49.74, Van 
Leeuwen qualified sixteenth with a 50.28 
on his Danny Macias-tuned Triumph. 


Just past the halfway point, with Van 
Leeuwen about to make his move and take 
over first, he and Mulder caught Larry 
Wilburn (Triumph) going into turn one. 
Skip took the pole and Mulder went to the 
outside sandwiching Wilburn in the mid- 
dle. Skip made it through in great shape 
with Mulder and Wilburn having their 
jollies for a few seconds although no 
one was in danger of crashing. 

Brelsford was back in action by this 
time and was soon in second, followed by 
Mulder, Lawwill, Haaby and Dick Mann 
now running sixth, but Brelsford’s effort 
to regain the lead was taken away when he 
was forced to retire with what appeared 
to be troubles with the front end, 

From then on the toll of the long haul 
built up. Jack Simmons (Norton), who was 
easily a contender went out witha broken 


Around And Over With The Amateurs primary chain, Haaby retired about lap 


After the top twenty-seven, the next 
twenty-four went into two semis, ten 
laps each with the first three transfer- 
ring, The first semi had to re-start 
when David Aldana (BSA) and Steve Bast 
(Triumph) tangled on the line and both 
went down, Later on Ron Kruseman and 
Ron Pierce went down on the turn after 
the jump with neither one making itback 
to the races. Ben Fakkeldry (Triumph), 
who had set the fastest Amateur qualify- 
ing iap of 50.73, won with Aldana second 
and Bruce Anderson third. 

The second semi was the fastest with 
a solid bunch of Triumph riders leading. 
Keith Mashburn shot into the lead with 
Don Dudek right after him. Some laps 
later Butch Landguth took over from 
Dudek with Carl Patrick moving up into 
fourth spot and holding position as first 
alternate, Butch Turner and Chuck Palm- 
gren had been fighting for the fourth 
when both of them went down and out of 
the running on the turn approaching 
the jump. 


100 Big Ones To Go! 


The sound of those 33 big bike engines 
had most of the fans standing when it 
came time to get the main under way, 
and it was Mark Brelsford who took the 
lead with one of the best starters in the 
business, Eddie Mulder right after him, 
followed by Chinowski who was to retire 
a few laps later, Brelsford continued to 
build up a lead, with Mulder well set in 
the second spot. The first rider to be 
lapped was Ralph White (Triumph) on the 
tenth lap after he had dumped it, but he 
still finished 10th over-ali, 

Brelsford still led, but everyone had 
their eye on Van Leeuwen who was work- 
ing up slowly but surely. He admitted 
after the race that severaltimes he tried 
too hard, but with the slick track couldn't 
keep the power where it belonged, onthe 
ground, By going a little easier, he went 
faster, Also moving up steadily was 
Dick Mann (BSA). 


Skip Works Up 


After the two front runners, Brelsford 
and Mulder, Mert Lawwill and Dan Haaby, 
both Harley-mounted, were putting on a 
good show for third and fourth. Heavy 
lapping of the slower riders started about 
lap twenty-five and by lap twenty-six 
Van Leeuwen was up to third place, hav- 
ing passed Lawwill and Haaby, and Mann 
had moved from 16th to 6th, Brelsford 
dropped it about the 29th and Mulder shot 
into the lead, lapping at about 49.03, and 
showing no signs of tiring, with the Fly- 
ing Dutchman in full cry behind him, 





80, and Jim Rice (BSA) about five laps 
later, Dick Mann made a pit stop dropping 
him back, but shooting into contention 
came Dusty Coppage who had all stops 
pulled when he realized he had a chance 
up there, and by the end of the race 
Dusty was going very fast indeed. 

The race ended with a triumphant Skip 
Van Leeuwen going into the winner’s 
circle to be interviewed for ‘‘ Wide World 
of Sports’’ followed by 18 other finishers 
and a whole gang out of the original 33 
starters in the pits hoping their luck will 
be better next year or else making reso- 
lutions to prepare more carefully. Last 
man over the line was BSA rider Jim 
Rice who had been nuring a horrible 
sounding engine for several laps, To the 
cheers of the crowd, Rice pushed his 
machine from just over the jump, all 
around the half-mile and down the 
straight to finish. 

The time wasn’t a record but it was 
one heck of a good race with several 
riders having the win in their grasp.

The TT schedule at Ascot now goes to 
night racing commencing in April It was 
announced that parking for motorcycles 
for the rest of 1969 will br 25¢ per bike 
in a fully patrolled lot. Promoter J.C, 
Agajanian also had announced that he 
wished the fans to know that he had no 
control of parking or concessions and 
that there were actually three parties 
who governed the running of races at 
Ascot,

CYCLE PROFILES 


“Pm going to win the world champ- 
ionship in 1970 and I’m going to do it on 
à Greeves.” This is the confident pre- 
diction: voiced by Bryan Wade, the 22- 
year-old motorcycle racing star of Eng- 
land, 

Young Wade has been racing Greeves 
cycles for two years and last year won 
himself the undisputed position of the 
firm’s No. 1 racer. 

Not only is Wade perched on the top 
rung of most any rankings of British 
motorcycle racers, he is regarded as 
very good for the sport because of his 
grim determination and his contagious 
gregariousness. He keepts the racing 
circuits all keyed up and makes himself 
a standout with his brash and bold pre- 
dictions, many of which he turns into

realiities with his spectacular and con- 
stant victories, 

His path to the top-starring attraction 
on the racing circuits has not been 
smooth and easy. 

Wade says that he tried in vain to 
interest his father in buying him a mo- 
torcycle in his early teens, All he got was 
stern parental lectures on why he should 
not even think of owning a cycle. 

This did not deter him, Since he 
couldn’t ride motorcycles he took up the 
hobby of making home-made bombs. 
This so shocked his parents that when he 
was 15 years of age, his father present- 
ed him with his first motorcycle. 

Owning and racing amotorcycle was no 
Oassing fancy for Wade, He gave up 
making bombs and began mastering cycle 
riding. 

“JT suppose they thought a cycle was 
safer than bombs,’’ he comments on the 
parental decision allowing him to ride. 

Wade went to work in the Greeves 
motorcycle factory and all the time he 
was looking forward to the day when the 
company would sponsor him as a motor- 
cycle racer. 

At the age of 18 he mustered up enough 
nerve to ask the head of the factory to 
sponsor him in races. Again he was 
rebuffed, but with a polite smile that 
seemed to him to indicate that the com- 
pany thought this was amusing, to say 
the least, 

Young Wade promptly quit his job and 
started on a campaign to convince the 
Greeves factory management that he 
should be racing under their sponsorship. 

Two years of competing on British 
tracks and young Wade was called into 
the offices of the Greeves plant, This 
time the story was entirely different, 
The company wanted to sponsor him and 
they have been his racing sponsor ever 
since. 

How did he do it? Wade says he set out 
with the goal of showing the Greeves 
people that he was better than any of their 
sponsored racers, ‘‘I didn’t care whether 
I won or not, I just wanted to show the 
Greeves plant that I was better than any- 
one they had racing for them."

Drag racing is unique and so are the 
men and women who participate, Some 
are business men, some are self-em- 
ployed, some are skilled, some not so 
skilled, but working for a living. 

Take JACK LINN, for instance, This 
young man is so modest, that he was 
actually embarrassed that I would con- 
sider him important enough to interview. 

Jack is a 27-year-old bachelor who 
says he isn't looking for any added re- 
sponsibility just yet. He was born in 
Philadelphia, Pa., but came to California 
as a youngster, He makes his home with 
his parents and a brother and síster 
in Hawthorne.

Jack was a Cub Scout, but dropped out 
before he advanced any further. Hetried 
his hand at go-karts, then at 19 he be- 
came fascinated with free-flight model 
airplanes. He travelled all over — 
Bakersfield, San Francisco, Dallas, or 
any other place he could get to that was 
holding an event, 

He worked for several years on an 
electronics assembly line, eventually 
working up to leadman, but he didn'tfeel 
satisfied, so four months ago he went to 
work for Suzuki City in Inglewood as a 
motorcycle mechanic. Being an ‘‘incur- 
able’? motorcycle enthusiast, this is 
more to his liking, 

Jack's first bike was a 1946 Indian. 
At Jacks 16 years of age, 5’8’’ and 130 
Ibs, its 600 lb. bulb proved a little too 
much for him, It landed on top of him 
two weeks after he got it, so they parted 
company. About three years ago he 
bought a Suzuki and that changed the 
whole story. 





He said his first try on the drag strip 
almost scared him to death. He sat out 
there, blue from fear and full of goose- 
bumps, then before he knew it, it was all 
over and it's been “like a disease” 
with him ever since, He is constantly 
working to build a better and faster ma- 
chine. He spends spare time from Mon- 
day through Saturday adjusting his ma- 
chine, trying out new parts and getting 
it ready for Sunday. Then he starts all 
over again. He said that in the pastthree 
years, he can honestly say that three 
times he has bad his machine ready by 
Tuesday and had the remainder of the 
week free. 

Jack is very quiet and unassuming, but 
always has a warm smile for everyone, 
If he doesn’t win he just grins, loads his 
bike into his Datsun pickup truck and 
says, "oh well, there's always next 
week”. 

Jack recently christened his drag ma- 
chine. On the triple crown of his little 
Suzuki is painted — in all it’s glory — 
Rip the D.O.M, (Dirty Old Man). That 
may sound harsh, but in reality he and 
Jack Murphy (The Dirty Old Man) are 
good friends. 

Jack Linn is helpful to his opponents, 
lending them small parts for their ma- 
chines or offering bits of information, 
He has an interesting attitude on this. 
‘If there is only one guy with afast bike 
there is no competition. By all of us 
helping each other, we all have fast bikes 
and plenty of competition’’. 

Being that Jack owns Suzukis, drags a 
Suzuki, and works for Suzuki, it’s only 
fitting that Suzuki of Inglewood, Calif, 
just happens to be his sponsor.

Kern County Racing Association held 
its big drag meet at the Famosa Strip 
near Bakersfield, Cal. Friday Feb. 28. 
200 acres of asphalt makes up the strip 
and pit area, and still leaves enough 
room for an airfield. With its huge pit 
area loaded with something like 300 
various types of racing machines (not to 
mention cars, trucks and trailers) it 
took me awhile to find the motorcycles, 
There in front of me were drag bikes 
belonging to Joe Smith, Dave Campos, 
Bob Ables, Bob Braverman, Gordon 
Kately, and Bill Chambers. 

The motorcycle director Jerry John- 
son informed Smith and Campos that they 
had to have boots that came up over their 
ankles. The only boots to be found at a 
reasonable price were football shoes — 
cleats and all, So that was what they 
raced on, (With the cleats removed). 

Each motorcycle had to make at least 
2 runs Saturday to qualify for the big 
run-off Sunday. 

Joe Smith turned in the best speed of 
152 mph and Elapsed Time of 9.92 sec- 
onds, Gordon Kately had next best E.T. 
of 9.96, The other four machines made 
runs in the low and mid-tens Saturday. 
Another machine that ran Saturday was 
a 40-inch modified Triumph belonging 
to Jim Lynch of Bakersfield, Jim made 
his two runs but was not sure ifhe want- 
ed to run Sunday against the 5 fuel-burn- 
ing Harley-Davidsons and Bob Braver- 
man’s twin engine Kawasaki gasser. 

Sunday the first run-off was between 
Bob Braverman and Joe Smith, Both 
machines were running good. The 
Christmas tree lights started blinking 
and the greens came on, Both were run- 
ning strong and Bob's front wheel start- 
ed to lift up. Bob wasn't about to put up 
with this, so he shut off for a split 
second, This was all it took and Joe 
pulled ahead and across the finish line, 
turning a 9.96 E.T. and 152 mph. 

Next up was Bob Ables of Albuquerque, 
New Mexico, mounted on a 74-inch fuel- 
burning Sportster and Gordon Kately on 
his 65-inch fuel Sportster, This was a 
close race for the first couple of hundred 
feet.-Bob Able’s engine came unglued 
and parts went flying. Gordon turned a 
10.29 E.T. 

Dave Campos of Albuquerque New 
Mexico on his 74-inch Sportster then 
staged with Bill Chambers on his 74- 
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inch Knucklehead. The traction was real 
good and Bill went into a wheelie every- 
time he cranked it on. Bill went into 
three wheel-stands in all, but still turned 
a ten-second run, Dave crossed the line 
first, turning a 9,75 E.T. Jim Lynch de- 
cided to run, so he made a single in 
round one, 

20 minutes later, round two came and 
Joe Smith staged with Gordon Kately. 
This was a very close run and the only 
way to tell the winner was by the win 
lights at the big end. The light came on 
for Gordon as he went through the traps 
with a 9.94 E.T, 

Dave Campos and Jim Lynch ran off 
next. Dave's fueler was a bit too much 
for Jim's gasser. Dave turned the best 
time of the meet, 9.71 and 145.86, 

Round three was about to start when 
the loudspeaker informed everyone that 
the meet was over and.the award cere- 
monies were about to take place. The 
timing lights were picked up and people 
started pouring out on the strip. What's 
going on? 

A trip to the starting line told the 
story. They forgot about the bikes, This 
was an honest mistake. Jack Williams, 
the strip manager and Steve Evans of 
N.H.R.A, gave their apologies, agreed 
this was not fair to the motorcycles and 
determined to do something about it. 
And they did! 

They stopped the award ceremonies 
and cleared the strip. They next in- 
formed Dave Campos and Gordon Kately 
that the clocks were all pulled and the 
starting light equipment was put away, 
so they could only offer aflag start, Both 
riders agreed, so they fired up and 
staged. The starter jumped and both 
bikes were on their way.

Perris When

Remember all that mud on this page 
last week? That was from Perris, Cali- 
fornia instant moto-cross. And here is 
how it all happened: 


PERRIS, Calif. Sunday, Feb. 23, 1969 — 
What started out to be a scheduled AMA 
District 37 Point Run turned out to bean 
unscheduled moto-cross race, forced on 
about 14 or so dedicated sportsmen by 
the heavy weekend rainfall, 

The regular Perris T.T. course was 
pretty muddy. However, with the track 
rule that all bikes be equipped with 
Class C tires (the traction being not ideal 
for anything less than super-knobbys), 
therefore, the hosting San Bernardino 
Valley M/C Club elected to cancel the 
day's,scrambles in view of the odds 
against them. 

So, for the hardy souls who were game 
enough to have a whack at it, track own- 
er Jerry Burton revved up his ‘‘Earth- 
Cat’’ and literally carved out a quick 
moto-cross course right through and 
across the regular track! He tookinpart 
of the surrounding hillsides, then cut 
across-country right into thearea known 
as the ‘“‘grvel-pit.’’ 

Now that pit was really something to 
see! It resembled a miniature Disney- 
land, because the trail went up and down, 
around the edge of à couple of pretty big 
ponds and down into the gravel bottom, 
up again onto the tacky trail around the 
“rock”. 

Riding this ‘‘instant course’’ would 
challenge the best of any moto-cross 
experts. 

It was decided to have one 10-lap event 
for all classes running together at once 
— winner take all. Picture a row of rid- 
ers, with everything from a 50cc to 
650cc's on the line; rain coming down in 
a steady drizzle, and mud up to your 
shins — it was wet and wild! 

Jerry Burton gave the groupa starting 
signal and there was a slip and slidy 
turn around the rock like you've never 
seen! Bikes died in the infield with mud- 
clogged carbs, and the lucky ones went 
on their way.

On the first lap Danny Hockie roared 
by on a highly-tuned Ossa followed by 
John Rice riding a sachs, Steve Nichols 
on a 100cc Yamaha came around in third 
place, with his dad Ray bringing up 
fourth, The rest of the field thundered by 
in succession making mud and water fly 
in all directions, 

By now the other bikes and riders 
were a bit too muddy to be recognized; 
but one or two faces were just barely 
discernible — Honda mounted Bruce Ogil- 
vie zapped by lap after lap, as did Bob 
Revett piloting a Yamaha. 

It was quite a sight to see, as there 
were chills and spills galore and you've 
Eotta give those men credit — they sure 
put on one heck of a great show! It was 
well worth being there seeing. 

Danny Hockie led the field all the way, 
full-bore through all that the course had 
to offer, finally took the checkered flag 
to win it. 

Everyone concerned had a whale of a 
good time, and it seemed like the jolliest 
was John R, who said he was going to do 
more of this type of rding this year be- 
cause it was so much fun,

The spectator will be entranced once he has seen this fantastic facility as it sits 
on the side of a hill which provides fulltrack view from many different spots. 

What with this beautiful hill sittng, one is surprised that they have not set up a 
moto-cross series or enduros or even scrambles. But you can't expect everything. 

Sears Point is located on Highways 37 and 121 in Sonoma, California, 35 minutes 
north of San Francisco via Highway 101.

DEADMAN'S POINT, Calif, Mar, 2— if 
you have never been to one of the month- 
ly European Scrambles at this desert 
hideaway, you have missed one of the best 
family campsites in the desert. It has 
everything a motorcycle enthusiast wants 
from a friendly dancehall with guitar and 
a western band, a beautiful rock hapbor 
to protect the campers from the wind, 

to plenty of room to race in, with space 
left over for the kids and their mini- 
bikes, 

There were 213 riders this sunny 
morning, getting ready for the firstone- 
hour race which would start at 10 a.m, 
There would be three races in all, with 
the 100cc's going off first, then the 
250's, and the combined 500 and Open 
event. 

The course is changed a little each 
month, but the starting area is always 
the same: A wideopen, flat stretch of 
desert with plenty of treacherous and 
choppy jumps that can throw the unsus- 
pecting rider on his ear at speed, 

it is one mile to the first 45 degree 
left turn around a parked truck, then a 
half-mile to the next truck and straight 
back over another rough and choppy trail 
that is as fast as the individual rider 
makes it. This is a mile-long trail going 
over the road crossing and the water run- 
off ditches, then heading for the left turn 
through a corral and angling toward a 
miner’s shack, A couple of wild bank 
turns and a few jumps around the huge 
rock formation brings the course back 
through the pits where the riders can do 
their wheelies and broad slides to the 
delight of the spectators. 

After each race meeting at 2 p.m.a 
trophy presentation is held topresent the 
awards for the previous month’s events, 
and then the band beats up a storm, 

The eventual winner of the 100cc class 
was Jeff Wright, #15 on a Steen SS Ho- 
daka, but he had to fight offa determined 
bid from Gary Griffin, #23, who passed 
him a couple of times in the fast back-

stretch and finished only one foot behind 
him on his Zundapp.

LAS VEGAS, Nev. March 3— The Ground- 
shakers M,C, of Las Vegas sponsored the 
first European-type scrambles race ever 
held in Southern Nevada over three miles 
of rugged desert terrain in the foothills 
of the Black Mountains south of the city, 

The course included varied sections 
encompassing a short desert portion, a 
mile of rough dirt road, a steep 25-foot 
drop into a half-mile of gravel wash and 
three severe uphill climbs back onto the 
start-finish section. In spite of the sever- 
ity of the terrain, average speeds in ex- 
cess of 36 mph were turned in by winners 
in both classes. 

Two, hour-long races were run, the 
first for 0-125cc machines and the sec- 
ond for 251cc and up. The little bikes 
provided spectators with some of the 
most spectacular and frequent action 
ever witnessed hereabouts as the 15 
entrants charged hard over the powdery 
course, Sachs-mounted Casey Folks led 
all the way to capture first, followed by 
Tom Scales on a 125- Penton, 


In the big bike race thirty hot two- 
Strokes and one Harley Sprint chruned 
over the course led by Max Switzer on a 
360 Greeves, Bad luck caught the leader 
when no other bike could, and sidelined 
the big Greeves with carb trouble on the 
last lap of the 60- minute go. Bill Hill on 
a 250 Greeves swept on to win, followed 
by Terry Griebel (360 Greeves). Bob 
Mikulski (250 Husqvarna) was high- 
placed novice. 

Riders and spectators agreed that the 
first European scrambles was a com- 
plete success and that the course was the 
most interesting and challenging ever 
prepared in the Las Vegas area,

10-Port Eagle 405cc 


A joint effort between the American 
Eagle Company and a pair of British 
engineers has produced a new motor- 
cycle that just may devastate the moto- 
cross and desert opposition. Called the 
Eagle 405 M-X, the bike is a single 
cylinder 2-stroke with 84 x 72 mm bore 
and stroke. It has 10 ports, although 
actually the cylinder liner contains 12 
windows, the lower pair serving as part 
of the crankcase-to-transfer passage 
system. 

Other ports comprise a pair of inlets 
(served by a Y-shaped carburetor mani- 
fold), an unusually wide, split exhaust 
port with central bridge, and a main 
transfer port at each side, 

Between the two inlet openings are two 
smaller ports, one above the other; the 
lower one marries with an elongated 
slot in the piston wall. Similarly, two 
smaller ports below the main transfer 
ports connect with windows just above the 
piston wrist-pin bosses, 

Explains Fred Hadley: ‘The difficulty 
in designing a large-capacity single-

cylinder two-stroke is that the piston 
becomes an upside-down bucket in which, 
on the down-stroke, a considerable quan- 
tity of mixture becomes trapped, 


“In the new engine, the passages 
through the piston wall (A) allow the 
trapped gas to escape through the match- 
ing ports in the cylinder into the main 
transfer passages — and at the same time, 
this gas passes across the underside of 
the piston crown and has a cooling- 
effect. The elongated slot (B) on theface 
of the piston nearest the inlets, permits 
more trapped gas to bypass the top of the 
piston and discharge straight into the 
cylinder above the crown.

«In all, the two main and three auxil- 
iary transfer ports provide an increase 
in transfer area of around 50 per cent, 
compared with the three-sixty.'' 

At 9.6 to 1 compression ratio, it 
reaches peak power at 6,000 rpm, with 
no noticeable drop-off to 7,000 rpm. 
Accurate power output is unknown, 

Riding the Eagle 405, as we had a 
chance to do last week, produced a varie- 
ty of impressions. The test bike was 
equipped with a 58-tooth rear and 12 
tooth countershaft sprocket — too low for 
our taste, This caused the front to come 
up more suddenly than we would have 
wished, but other than that, the handling 
was excellent. The Eagle responds well 
to body English and the frame/fork/ 
shock combination is equal to the best 
available. 

Power comes on steadily through the 
low rpm ranges until, we would guess, 
about 5000, then the real fun begins and 
we found our racing skills were better 
suited to journalism. 

So we asked our friendly neighborhood 
champion racer to wring out the Eagle 
in full flight, and he kindly obliged, He 
found that the front end was not so in- 
clined to take wing at higher speeds and 
he substantiated our earlier impressions 
with the guess that it would be among the 
fastest, best handling scooters on any 
racer's list. 

And since the Eagle will be priced a 
couple of hundred dollars less than some 
of the imported jobs, it should find its 
share of customers, 

Briefly, other specifications include 
Amal 34 mm carb., cable rear brake, 
conical hubs, 21’’ front, 18’’ rear wheel, 
2-gal tank standard, but bigger one on 
its way, 6-1/2” travel forks, girling 
dampers,

Team-mates to Rayborn on the amaz-

Nix was runner-up to his Triumph- 
mounted foe Nixon for the national cham- 
pionship last year following a season- 
long duel that wasn’t decided until the 
final race, Only nine points separated

Carrying Yamaha’s hopes into the fray 
will be Canadian ace Yvon Duhamel of 
Montreal, An excellent road racer, Du- 
hamel was second in last year’s “200 
and captured the 100-miler on his 250cc 
Yamaha, It was the fourth straight year 
that the phenomenal Japanese machine 
had won the 250cc class competition at 
Daytona. 

Art Baumann and Ronald Grant, both of 
Bribane, Calif, posted third and fifth 
place finishes respectively for Suzuki 
last year in the 200- miler, and they'll be 
back again with hopes of carting off a 
first-ever win for their manufacturer. 

Two more top riders who have signed 
in the Triumph column are Chuck Palm- 
gren of Baltimore, Md, — ninth place 
finisher in AMA national point standings, 
and Skip Van Leeuwen of Hollywood, 
Calif., who completed the 1968 season in 
eleventh place, 

Competition certainly won’t be lacking
